It is not known how so fearful a“ 
proposal came to birth; but whoever con 
ceived the idea met with opposition from 
the start. Kilt Society members, letting |, 
out a precautionary reef, spoke up with 
all the fervour of the Celt. ©“ Women,” 
said one, '' have no sense of the fitness of 
things”: ““To open the Society to 
women,” said another, ‘ would be not 
only humorous, but ridiculous.’’ There 
were many similar fulminations; but, 
curiously enough, the ultimate, official 
objection was based upon a technicality of 
anatomy. The Society, we presume, had 
no real wish to offend the ladies. This 
is the official objection: ‘‘ Women’s legs 
between ankle and knee “are too long to 
allow them to wear kilts with due 
dignity.” The Society, there, is away on 
its own. Sir James George Frazer knows 
all that there is to be known about 
totemism ; and nobody can catch Salvator 
Dali in matters surrealistic. In the same 
way the Kilt Society has a knowledge of 
the kilt-leg which cannot be equalled by 
the man-in-the-street. The kilt-leg is 


quite as esoteric a department of research 


as the taboos of the Polynesian Island of 
Tikopia; and thus we must accept the 
Society’s ruling in re the distance between 
the female knee and ankle. We have 
neither records nor the experience to dis, 
prove the contention ; but while we accepi: 
it we believe that there are other con. 
siderations which demand the veto with an 
equal vehemence. The most important is 
woman's inability to leave her clothes 
alone. Let us imagine that twelve women 
had been added to the roster in Aberdeen. 
Within a week they would have tired of 
‘the formalised kilt and sporran. Sporrans 
would have appeared with outside pouches 
for the transport of powder; kilts might 
have had tiny silver bagpipes tinkling 
round the hem. Once a start had: been 
made, and the spirit of /ompetition 
aroused, Schiaparelli knows how the whole 
thing might have ended.

WHO'S WHO IN THE LIST 


Field Marshal Sir Cyril Deverell became 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff in 
1935. Like General Sir Harry Knox and 
Lieutenant-General Sir Hugh Elles, he 
entered the Army in the ‘nineties. A 
brilliant military tactician, his career has 
been meteoric. . Recently he accompanied 
Mr. Hore Belisha on a visit to France for 
the large-scale manceuvres of the French 
Army. He wag also present this year at 
the German Army mancuvres. He is 
Colonel of the West Yorkshire Regiment, 
which he joined in 1895. He served in 
the Kumasi Expedition in 1903; was made 
Adjutant of the Ist West Yorkshires at 
Quetta, Bombay ; passed through the Staff 
College, and became a G.S.O. on the 
Indian Establishment. In the Great War 
he was noted for his faultless tactical 
direction. A front-line man himself, he 
was gassed twice. hit once, and mentioned 
nine times in despatches. After the War 
he returned to India, where his progress 
was rapid. He became Chief of the 
General Staff, and on his return home 
assumed the Western Command, whence 
he was soon transferred to the Eastern 
Command, “where his training methods 
could be applied to a modern mobile force, 
He is Aide-de-Camp-General to the King. 

General Sir Harry H. 8. Knox is a 
member of a family which has given to the 
Army many famous names and most mert- 
torious service. Hntering the Army im 
1890 he became Colonel of the North 
amptonshire Regiment in 1931. He was 
present at Dargai, where the North 
am shires did distinguished service, 
was Adjutant of the 1st Battalion in the 
Puniab, temporary Lieutenant-Colonel in 
France, and. got substantive rank on 
return home.

Mr. Lloyd George said that he was 
all for concessions on the British part,

interests of peace on both sides. The

To go on re- 
arming after making peace meant that 
there would be no peace. | 

Some people said that Britain should 
mind her own business. “That was like 
entering into a compact with a house-

“We are putting ourselves in a posi- 
tion. which is a dangerous one, and 
maybe a disastrous one, if you have to 
fight again as you did in 1914 for inter- 
national right in Europe,” said Mr.

“I make an appeal to the people of 
the democratic countries of the earth to 
stand up and protect freedom from the 
dagger of its assassins."’ 


TOUR OF M. DELBOS 
SUGGESTED OBJECT 


From REUTER'S CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Thursday. 

Fresh from his talks in London, M. 
Delbos, French Foreign Minister, left this 
evening for Warsaw, his first stop on the 
round of visits to Central and Eastern 
European capitals, which will take him 
seventeen days to complete.

MERCHANTS CONDEMN 
“YELLOW JOURNALISM” 


LETTERKENNY, Thursday. 


HARP criticism of the attitude of 
English newspapers to the out- 
break of typhoid fever in Donegal 
Mental Hospital was voiced at a 
public protest meeting of business 
men here this evening. Fifty-one 
business men attended, and de- 
nounced the ‘* yellow journalism ”” of: 
the English papers, which, they said, 
had adversely affected the trade of 
the town. Heated scenes occurred 
between many business men and Cap- 
tain A. I. Horobin, Letterkenny 
Correspondent of cross-Channel 
papers. 

Mr. Peter McMonagle, P.C., who pre- 
sided, referred to a letter published in 
the local papers by Dr. M. J. Bastible, 
Donegal County Medical Officer of Health, 
regarding precautions to be taken in 
Letterkenny against the spread of typhoid, 
and said that this gave the impression 
that Letterkenny was infected, whereas no 
cases of typhoid had been reported in 
Letterkenny. The proper method of 
issuing such a warning would have been 
to issue a public proclamation in Letter- 
kenny or to circularise the inhabitants. 
The method adopted was entirely wrong, 
and as a result business in the town had 
suffered The position might become more 
acute, as merchants were relying on the 
Christmas trade Cross-Channel papers 
had, he said, indulged in cheap sensa- 
tionalism and had made unjustified and 
incorrect statements. 


NOT RESPONSIBLE. 


Captain Horobin said that he was pre- 
ared to stand over what had appeared 
rom him in the English papers, but there

Perjury Not on the Decrease.—‘‘I regret

DELINQUENTS 


PROBATION OFFICERS 
NEEDED

Mrs. Mary Kettle, B.A., and the Hon. 
Ethel Macnaghten addressed a meeting on 
Juvenile Del me and Probation held by 
the Society of Fmends at Eustace street, 
Dublin, last night, at which Mr. James H. 


Webb presided. 

Mrs. Kettle said that most civilised 
countries had improved their methods of 
dealing with child delinquents, but in the Free 
State they had a long way to go. ‘They had 
two probation officers in Dublin and none in 
any other part of: the State, whereas in 
England they had one in eve, Court. It 
would be said that England was a much 
wealthier country, and could have better 
social services, but social s-rvices were not 
national extravagance—they were national 
economy. They in the Free State were 
deficient in other social services. For instance, 
they had no proper Women’s Police Force. 
The establishment of such a force wa: strongly 
recommended in the report of the Carngan 
Commission and-of the report of the Cussen 
Commission. The Minister for Justice, at a 
meeting of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, suggested that probation 


officers could be provided by voluntary 
workers. The latter had not the same status 
as the paid officials, and anyone dealing with 


the problem knew that they must have paid 
and trained officials for efficient service, The 
Joint Committee of Women’s Societies de- 
manded two years ago the appointhhent of 
at least four probation officers, also officers 
for Cork, Limerick, Waterford and Galway, 
and she hoped that from that meeting a 
demand would go forth to have such appoint- 
ments made. 

The Hon. Miss Macnaghten, who said that 
she had acted as voluntary probation officer 
for non-Catholic children tm the Dublin 
Metropolitan Courts for the past twelve years, 
stated that they had no certified imstitution 
in the Free State for non-Catholic children 
and adults. A child removed from its home 
would have to be sent to Northern Ireland or 
Britain, and the Free State Government could 
not pay for any children sent outside its 
confines. She would like to see the Juvenile 
Courts completely cemoved from the other 
courts and held in a different atmosphere. 
The Bench in such courts would be 
‘improved by having a medical man 
or women sitting with the Justice. Ver 
little was being done here for backward chil- 
dren. Bad housing and lack of playgrounds 
had a lot. to do with anti-social actions b 
juveniles, A probation officer had sta 
that fewer juvenile cases were brought from 
Constitution Hill area which had a_modern 
layground. It was time for the Ministry 
for ustice and the Ministry for Education to 
set up an inquiry into juvenile delinquency. 
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
